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With  the  first  bay  area  performance  of  Stravinsky's  "In  Memoriam  Dylan  Thomas", 
on  Monday,  June  13th,  and  a  broadcast  of  the  Stanford  University  production  of  "The 
Rake's  Progress"  scheduled  during  the  same  week,  we  decided  to  go  all  out  and  play 
even  more  of  Stravinsky's  music.  So  during  the  week  of  Sunday,  June  12th  through  the 
18th  we  have  programmed  a  good  many  of  his  works.  Those  listeners  who  abhor  his 
music  may  consider  themselves  warned. 

You  will  observe  that  in  broadcasting  Stravinsky's  "Dylan  Thomas"  songs,  KPFA 
continues  its  tradition  of  premiere  performances  of  contemporary  musical  compositions. 
It  continues,  also,  its  practice  of  broadcasting  live  concerts.  It  seems  appropriate,  by  the 
way,  to  mention  here  the  studio  performance  of  Stravinsky's  Septet  on  May  30;  it  was 
the  first  radio  performance  of  this  work  in  the  Bay  Area.  But  we  should  like  to  point 
out  a  new  departure,  as  well,  concerning  both  the  "Dylan  Thomas"  music,  and  "The 
Rake's  Progress."  In  both  these  works,  Stravinsky  set  the  verse  of  leading  contemporary 
poets.  So  along  with  the  broadcast  performances,  we  are  scheduling  some  discussion  of 
the  two  arts  involved  in  this  distinguished  union  of  contemporary  music  with  con- 
temporary poetry. 

The  intensive  programming  of  music  by  one  composer  is  frankly  an  experiment.  It 
may  be  interesting  to  hear  Stravinsky  in  the  round,  represented  by  music  created  over 
a  span  of  almost  fifty  years.  We  think  so.  The  idea  of  a  retrospective  showing  of  paintings 
by  an  individual  artist  has  long  been  accepted  in  the  art  world.  Indeed,  seeing  a  one  man 
show  is  often  the  best  way  of  getting  some  insight  into  what  a  painter  is  trying  to  do. 
On  a  radio  station  like  KPFA,  the  notion  of  a  "one  composer  show"  is  perfectly  prac- 
ticable and  worth  trying.  If  nothing  else  it  will  certainly  give  the  listener  a  perfect  chance 
to  find  out  what  he  does  and/or  doesn't  like  about  Stravinsky's  music.

POETRY  FOR  CHILDREN  -  We  should  like  to  call  attention  to  a  new  children's  series,  called 
"Here's  a  Poem".  Beginning  on  Thursday,  June  23  at  5:00,  Jane  Stern  will  read  poems  for 
children,  interspersed  with  commentary  at  the  child's  level.  The  poems  will  cover  a  wide  range, 
from  anonymous  jingles  to  the  work  of  famous  poets.  We  will  be  very  much  interested  in  the 
response  to  these  programs. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  UN  -  During  the  week  of  June  20-26,  delegates  to  the  United  Nations 
will  meet  in  the  Opera  House  in  San  Francisco  to  commemorate  the  founding  of  the  United 
Nations  in  that  city  ten  years  ago.  KPFA  staff  members,  complete  with  recording  equipment, 
will  be  on  hand  for  the  entire  conference,  listening  to  speeches,  conducting  interviews,  and 
evaluating  the  various  sessions.  Every  evening  during  that  week,  at  10:30,  KPFA  will  broadcast 
a  report  and  analysis  of  the  day's  UN  activities. 

LIVE  STUDIO  CONCERTS  —  Concerts  broadcast  at  the  moment  of  performance  without 
benefit  of  previous  recording,  are  an  essential  part  of  KPFA's  programming.  This  Folio  period 
includes  a  number  of  outstanding  studio  concerts.  The  performance  in  our  studios,  on  Monday, 
June  13,  of  Stravinsky's  "In  Memoriam  Dylan  Thomas"  is  discussed  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 
Three  studio  concerts  are  scheduled  for  the  following  week.  There  will  be  a  lieder  recital  by 
Marie  Schilder,  contralto,  with  Bernhardt  Abramowitsch  at  the  piano,  on  Tuesday,  June  21, 
at  8:25;  a  piano  recital  by  William  Corbett  Jones  on  Wednesday,  June  22,  at  8:25;  and  a 
program  on  Friday,  June  24,  at  8:25,  of  Elizabethan  songs,  followed  by  Bach's  Cantata,  #51, 
"Jauchzet  Gott",  sung  by  soprano  Erika  Kurth,  with  an  ensemble  directed  by  Joseph  Kerman.

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STRAVINSKY  WEEK  —  Here  is  a  summary  of  the  programs  concerned  with  the  music  of 
Stravinsky,  to  be  broadcast  in  the  first  week  of  this  Folio  period.  The  first  Bay  Area  per- 
formance of  Stravinsky's  "In  Memoriam  Dylan  Thomas"  (1954),  sung  by  baritone  Edgar  Jones, 
with  an  instrumental  ensemble  conducted  by  Felix  Khuner,  will  be  broadcast  live  from  our 
studios  on  Monday,  June  13,  at  8:30.  During  an  intermission  in  this  performance,  we  will 
broadcast  a  reading,  by  the  poet,  of  one  of  the  Thomas  poems  set  by  Stravinsky,  "Do  Not  Go 
Gentle",  and  this  will  be  followed  by  an  analysis  of  the  poem  by  Lewis  Hill.  On  Tuesday 
evening  at  9:00,  a  discussion  by  Robert  Erickson  of  the  Stravinsky  "Symphony  in  Three  Move- 
ments" (1945)  will  be  followed  by  a  performance  of  the  work.  Then  on  Wednesday  evening, 
beginning  at  6:45,  KPFA  will  focus  on  Stravinsky's  opera,  "The  Rake's  Progress"  (1949),  com- 
posed to  a  libretto  by  W.  H.  Auden.  The  Stanford  University  production  of  "The  Rake"  will 
be  broadcast  following  a  talk,  originally  delivered  at  Stanford  in  connection  with  that  pro- 
duction, by  Joseph  Kerman.
